Interior troops, convoy troops, special 
purpose troops such as the First Special Purpose Separate Moscow 
Infantry Division (Pervaya otdel'naya Moskovskaya strelkovaya divizlya 
osobogo naznacheniya) , territorial NKVD organs from the RSFSR* 
and probably several regular soviet Army units. In the organization 
railroad transports and railroad escort service, the railway NKVD 
troops (zheleznodorozhnyye voyska) also participated. All NKVD troops 
participating in the operations had been disguised In regular Army 
uniform . The resettlement operation In the Caucasus region was super- 
vised by Col. Gen. SEROV, who at that time was Deputy People's Commis- 
sar of the Interior (NKVD), USSR. K0BUL0V, who at that time was 
People s Commissar of the State Security (NKGB), exercise d over-eli 
supervision of the resettlement operation in the Crimea.

Detac hme nt /was transported from the Crimea to 

Lithuania to restore order, the resi stanc e movement had spread 
throughout Lithuania. 1 the same thing had happened 
In other Baltlo countries, the western Ukraine, western Byelo-Ruasla, 
and to a lesser extent in Moldavia.

Direct authority and supervision of the Lithuanian operation in the 
Initial phase was exercised by the People's Commissar of the Interior 
(NKVD) of the Lithuanian SSR, BARTASHUNAS. However, since results 
were rather poor, the Deputy People's Commissar of the Interior, 

USSR, KRUGLOV, was sent in Se ptember 1944 to Lithuania to organise 
and to direct the operation. T 

At the same time there was organised at the Central 2
